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PETITION TO ESTABLISH PROCEDURAL SCHEDULE

Pursuant to paragraph 4 of the Commission’s August 22, 2008 Order, Kentucky
Power Company (“Kentucky Power™) petitions the Commission to establish a procedural
schedule in this matter, With this petition, Kentucky Power is filing the testimony of
Errol K. Wagner. Mr. Wagner’s testimony addresses the need to recover to recover
through Kentucky Power’s fuel adjustment clause the amounts recorded in account
numbers 4470207 and 4470208 beginning November 1, 2007 through April 1, 2008 that
were omitlted from the fuel adjustment clause calculations. As it was permitted to do in
its most recent fuel adjustment clause review, Kentucky Power proposes recovering the

omitted costs in equal amounts over the same period they were omitted.
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
